Mr. Wallis feels that the 
school spirit is generally very 
good. He realizes that the 
great overcrowding affects 
disposition, but he has seen 
no great evidence of any 
serious unrest. He hears

and also from observing the 
attitudes in assemblies and

Westfield High School has 
adopted a new time schedule 
and bell system this year. 
The seven class periods are 
now each fifty minutes long. 
Previously there were seven 
forty-five minute periods and 
an activity or homeroom 
period. But actually how 
valuable is this additional 
five minutes in each class as 
compared to the forty-five 
minutes in homeroom period? 
What difficulties have been 
caused by this new system? 

Under the new system, 
confusion is created every 
time an assembly is sched- 
uled. The school must revert 
to an old schedule-the a.m, 
or p.m, schedule. The a.m, 
schedule has eight periods; 
homeroom period is first. The 


A candidate for National 
Honor Society must have a 
blanket -B average during his 
Sophomore and Junior years 
at Westfield High School, This 
means that if he has a C for 
a final mark in one course, he 
must have an A for a final 
mark in another course. Two 
A J s are necessary to over- 
come a D. An A in a 14- or 
^-credit course counts as 
!4A or VS A, 

The candidate will have 
no E’s on his report card, and 
and he should have no un- 
satisfactory effort marks on 
his report card. 

The candidate will not have 
dropped a course after having 
been in it for one marking 
i period* It will be assumed 
that the reason for dropping 
the course was failing grades. 

All courses which count 
1 for graduation also count for 
National Honor Society, How- 
ever if a course is being re- 
peated, the mark for the 
second year will not be con- 
sidered by National Honor 
Society, The candidate must 
pursue at least four full- 

credit courses in his Senior 
year. 

The candidate will have a 
record of good citizenship 
and behavior in the school. 

If in any quarter a Senior 
who is a member of the- Na- 
tional Honor Society falls 
below the standards on which 
his selection was based, he 
will be promptly warned. He 
will receive only one warn- 
ing letter. If his work does 
not improve by the next mark- 
ing period, he will be dropped 
from membership* 

It is important to realize 
that not all Seniors who appear 
to meet the qualifications may 
be chosen for membership in 
September, Since by a poor 
performance in the work of 
the Senior year he runs the 
risk of losing his member- 
ship, his selection may be 
delayed until February or 
May. This gives the candidate

There is a loss of student 
participation in beneficial 
extra-curriculars* Is the extra 
five minutes in each class 
really worth it?
